It takes the farmer twelve 
months to convert a pig into a hog 
for which he gets today, $16.00. In 
some other callings, he would get 
$16.00 for twelve hours. The far- 
mer may have an investment of 
ten thousand dollars, with his labor 
thrown in—the latter may have 
nothing invested but his labor. 
Difference in lapse of time, eleven 
months, eighteen days. 


In Ohio it. takes twelve reonths, 


to produce many of life's essentials. 
Five years time is required to pro- 
duce a four year old horse, prob- 
ably worth $150.00. Five years to 
produce a three yar old steer, or 
1,695 days, at the end of which it 
changes hands for the sum of $80. 
3,390 feeds, 1,695 days, and changes 
hands the first time for $80. The 
second change perhaps would be 
no feeds, 24 hours, $160.00. 
The 


above figures are illustrative 
of 


the farmers' condition from Maine 
to California, and from the Lakes 
to the Gulf.
